DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the pre-brief appeal conference decision dated 
5/1 0/201 1 . The decision dated 5/1 0/201 1 was to reopen prosecution in view of the 
amendments to the claims dated 1/5/201 1 and in view of the arguments dated 
2/14/201 1 . Presently, claims 1 -20 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose a metering device having a hydraulic compensation chamber 
in combination with an actuator having a first end cap that interacts with a stop formed 
as a seat on the housing wherein the stop maintains a distance between a sealing 
element of a valve unit and the end cap with the distance being smaller than the stroke 
distance effected by the actuator so that the stroke of the actuator via the end cap is 
sufficient to engage the end cap with the sealing element to open the valve in 
combination with the other features of the claims. The Benson reference (3,418,980) 
depicts a stop for a first end cap of an actuator. The Trachte reference (4,725,002) 
teaches a first end cap of an actuator to interact with a sealing element of a valve unit to 
either permit or prevent a fluid flow through the valve unit based upon the operation of 
the actuator. There is not a sufficient teaching in the prior art to provide either the 
Benson reference as having a first end cap to engage the sealing element of the valve

unit or tlie Traclite reference as having a stop formed as a seat on the housing to 
interact with the first end cap as disclosed in the claims.
